GENTLEMEN : 


My fourth annual report as superintendent of schools is 
herewith submitted. 


Enrollment statistics show an increase of only 27 in the aver- 
age enrollment for the year over 1928. The small increase is 
somewhat typical of variable yearly increases which average ap- 
proximately 150 over the last ten year period. 


The addition to the high school building in process of erec- 
tion will furnish relief from the crowded conditions of the past 
few years and will extend educational opportunities by increasing 
the number of rooms for use of pupils in the manual and fine arts 
courses. This department has been working with insufficient physi- 
cal facilities due to the large increase in the number of students 
selecting its courses. Some classes have had but one-half the 
required time in shop work. 


The need of a cafeteria and a separate gymnasium for boys 
has been evident for a long time. It is gratifying to know that 
they will be available for use in 1930-31. 


$370,000 was appropriated for the construction of the addi- 
tion. From both the standpoints of cost and fulfillment of edu- 
cational needs, it completes one of the major parts of our building 
program which has been so well advanced by the Board of Educa- 
tion in the last four years. 
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There will be no part time in any of the schools during the 
coming year and it is anticipated that there will be one excess 
room at the Jefferson School and two at the Emerson School. The 
Maxson will be used to capacity with the size of classes larger 
than desirable. House construction in this district has been con- 
tinuous for the last three years and the enrollment has reached the 
point where relief will be necessary if it continues its increase. 


A similar condition is developing in the Hubbard School dis- 
trict. All classrooms are in use and the size of classes is increasing 
to the extent that some of them will have to be divided in a year 
or two. It is planned to delay constructing an addition to this 
building by transferring some upper grade classes to schools of 
adjacent districts. 


Our building program is in excellent shape. It has been ac- 
celerated during the last few years to such an extent that, if the 
school population does not increase in excess of normal, the next 
few years should show a material reduction in the annual capital 
expenditures for school sites and buildings.
